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A CRUEL coincidence has seen 
two 91-year-old women robbed 
of cash while shopping in 
Haverhill. 

The callous thefts have triggered 
a police warning to shoppers in the 
town in the run-up to Christmas. 

In the latest theft, a woman aged 91 was 
shopping in Thing-me-Bobs gift shop in 
Queen Street when a heartless criminal 
struck. 

They stole a purse from the woman’s 
handbag which was in her shopping trolley 
as she moved along the aisles of the 
bargain store. Inside the woman’s purse 
were her keys, some cash and other 
personal items. 

The pensioner was left shaken and upset 
by the theft and police have launched an 
appeal for information in an attempt to 
catch the thief who struck between 
11.30am and 11.40am on Saturday. 

In the first theft, a handbag was stolen 
from a woman aged 91 as she shopped in 
Sainsbury’s store in the town. 

Her bag and contents, valued at £220, 
were stolen from her shopping trolley 
between 10.45am and 10.55am on Nov¬ 
ember 12. 

Police have described the thefts as 
“callous” after the thieves “preyed” on the 
frail pensioners.

Calls to 
restrict 
parking 


RESIDENTS have comp¬ 
lained that their plea to 
restrict parking in their 
street has been ignored. 

People living in Priory 
Avenue, Haverhill, have been 
campaigning for “residents 
only” parking for more than a 
year. 

Mick Buckley, 74, who 
organised a petition signed 
by around 20 residents 
more than a year ago, said: 
“Havebury Housing (which 
owns the homes) isn’t list¬ 
ening to common sense. 
Enough is enough. 

“We’re in sheltered acc¬ 
ommodation and when cars 
are parked on the pavement 
people with walkers or frames 
can’t get out.” 

Last year, a county council 
traffic engineer agreed to 
mark out some advisory park¬ 
ing bays with house numbers 
and some advisory residents- 
only parking signs.

The engineer, Kevin Shipp, 
said the signs would need the 
agreement of Havebury. 

He said the issue of an 
overgrown hedge which 
restricts visibility at a junction 
was also passed to Havebury. 

Mr Shipp said the road was 
not an adopted highway but 
belonged to Havebury and 
would not attract county 
council funding. 

Mr Buckley said: “It’s been a 
long fight. It seems the more 
we ask for the less they do. 
Havebury is penny-pinching.” 

A spokeswoman for Have¬ 
bury said parking issues were 
the responsibility of the 
county council. 

The hedge had been trimm¬ 
ed in January, she added, and 
would be looked at again in 
January or February.

A HAVERHILL man accused of 
brandishing a gun when a neigh¬ 
bour told him to keep his dog 
under control has cleared his 
name. 

Ian Hutchinson, of Connaught Road, 
had earlier been spotted biting and 
punching his dog called Reggie in an 
apparent attempt to make it let go of a cat 
which was in its jaws, a court heard. 

The 38-year-old was on trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court accused of possessing a 
firearm with intent to cause fear of 
violence. 

He had pleaded not guilty. 

After hearing evidence from neighbours 
and Mr Hutchinson, the jury took just 53 
minutes to return a not guilty verdict on 
Tuesday. 

Neighbour lemma Simmons told how 
she had looked from her flat to see Mr 
Hutchinson and his dog in a nearby 
garden on the afternoon of fune 20. 

She said: “The dog had a cat in its 
mouth. He repeatedly punched the dog in 
the head and was biting the dog on the 
scruff of its neck. 

“It was like he was mauling the dog 
himself.”

A CHILD had to be rescued after getting 
trapped in railings in Haverhill. 

The 12-year-old was stuck for at least 
20 minutes at the underpass in Mill- 
fields Way at just after 6pm yesterday. 

A fire crew from the town found the 
boy had both legs trapped in the fence 
and used a Holmatro spreader to free 
the lad. 


The jury was told that Ms Simmons and 
Michael Curtis went downstairs where Mr 
Curtis had told Hutchinson that he 
needed to take steps to control the dog. 

Hutchinson gave Mr Curtis a “dirty 
look” and tried to goad Mr Curtis into a 
fight before returning to his own house 
nearby, said Ms Simmons. 

After Mr Curtis left the scene, Ms 
Simmons claimed that Hutchinson had 
reappeared brandishing an air rifle which 
was fitted with a telescopic sight and she 
feared that he wanted to confront Mr 
Curtis. 

Police were called and recovered an air 
rifle from inside Mr Hutchinson’s house. 
While possessing the air rifle was not an 
offence, it would be an offence to threaten 
someone. 

Hutchinson strongly denied that he had 
made any threats while armed with the air 
rifle and had never produced the weapon. 

The allegations being made against him 
came from neighbours who wanted to get 
him into trouble because of what his dog 
had done after it escaped, he told the 
court. 

The court heard that Mr Hutchinson, 
who was seriously injured in two separate 
road accidents six years ago, is unable to 
work and relies on incapacity benefit. 

His legs had been repaired using metal 
bolts and he has to take daily doses of 
strong painkillers. 

fudge Nicholas Philpott told Mr Hutch¬ 
inson, who pleaded not guilty, that he was 
free to leave the dock. 


A RIVER of raw sewage four 
inches deep flooded a main 
shopping street in Haverhill, 
because of the freeze. 

The flow, which stretched for 
more than 400 yards and was 15ft 
across, was caused by a build up 
of fat and other items which had 
frozen because of plummeting 
temperatures, according to water 
bosses. 

Fountains of sewage around 6in 
in height bubbled up from under 
Wethersfield Road. 

Traffic drove through the sludge 
spreading the muck and spraying 
along pavements forcing shoppers 
to walk through the liquid waste. 

Richard Murray, who owns the 
Photo2Prints store on the A1307, 
discovered the sewage as he 
stepped out of his shop yesterday 
at around 8.15am. 

He said: “It was absolutely 
stinking. There was just a river of 
raw sewage and was about six 
inches deep in some places. There 
were loads of fountains of sewage 
bubbling up from holes in the 
street. 

“I had to tell people they were 
walking in raw sewage and one 
lady said she’d have to throw her 
trainers away. 

“Cars were just driving through 
it and not even slowing down. 

“It was absolutely disgusting. 


The workers from Anglian Water 
were at it all day trying to remove 
a blockage from the sewer pipes. 
They came back at 5pm and were 
still working on it.” 

The big stink has triggered a 
warning for Anglian Water. 

A spokesman said: “This was a 
combination of items in the sewer 
which froze because of the low 
temperatures. 

“This spill was the unfortunate 
and unpleasant consequence of 
people putting things down the 
sewer that simply shouldn’t be 
there. Fats, oils and greases may 
go down your sink as a liquid, but 
as soon as they reach the cold 
depths of our sewer system, they 
start to congeal. 

“This is made worse when 
people flush nappies, wet-wipes, 
and other sanitary items down the 
toilet. The combination of these 
‘unflushables’ with slowly 
congealing fats creates a 
blockage, which in this case 
resulted in a spill of sewage. 

“In this case, we had to get a 
specialist high-powered jetting 
system in to clear out the 
blockage. 

“We need to get the message 
across that the toilet is not a wet 
dustbin. In the worst cases, spills 
like these can damage the 
environment.”

“You should also keep a 
supply of salt or sand by your

front door which can be 
spread on your path to clear 
it of ice.

I t's crunch time for 
Haverhill - because 
it's famous apple is 
back after 200 years. 

The town’s classic eating 
apple the Sturmer Pippin 
has made a comeback and is 
now on sale in the village 
where it was first discovered 
nearly 200 years ago. 

The Sturmer Pippin was 
once a familiar sight in 
greengrocers throughout the 
UK, but is now a rare treat. 

Apple lovers can now get 
their Sturmer Pippin trees at 
local garden centre Sturmer 
Nurseries. 

Manager Robert Mason 
said: “Although we have 
been trading since 1983, we 
have never sold Sturmer 
Pippins - until now. The 
time is right for them to 
make a comeback.” 

The apple was found in 
the garden of a Mr 
Dillistone, Rectory House, 



Sturmer, and was 
introduced to the general 
market in 1831. 

It was an important 
English apple in the 
Victorian period because of 
its excellent keeping 


qualities. It is also one of the 
latest apples for picking, 
offering delicious fruit 
through the winter months. 

The Sturmer Pippin’s 
keeping qualities made it a 
useful apple for exporting in 


the 19th century and settlers 
took it to Australia. 

It could possibly have 
been an ancestor of 
Australia’s famous long- 
keeping green apple, the 
Granny Smith - although 
there is no evidence of any 
link. 

Mr Mason said: “The 
Sturmer Pippin thrives in 
our climate and will do well 
on our local soil. 

“If you choose to plant it 
alongside an early-cropping 
apple, you can have fresh 
apples to eat over a very long 
period.” 

The Sturmer Pippin is a 
richly flavoured eating 
apple, very hard, sharp and 
really crunchy, and high in 
vitamin C. 

It is traditionally picked 
very late in the year (even as 
late as January), and is a very 
long keeper. 

Sturmer Nurseries is 
located just east of the end 
of the Haverhill bypass on 
the A1017 at Sturmer and is 
open from 9am to 5.30pm 
every day, except Thursdays.

Unltail bid to end coursing 


SUFFOLK police have 
teamed up with other 
forces in East Anglia in a 
crackdown on hare 
coursing. 

The illegal hunters have 
caused a serious decline in 
numbers of brown hares, 
prompting the action by the 
county’s police and constab¬ 
ularies in Hertfordshire, Essex, 
Bedfordshire, Cambridge¬ 
shire, Northants and Norfolk. 

Pc Andy Long, the force 
wildlife crime officer for Essex 
Police said: “We take reports

of hare coursing very ser¬ 
iously. 

“We recognise that the off¬ 
enders travel across counties 
to commit this crime and as a 
police service we need to 
work together to tackle this 
problem. 

“By sharing our working 
practices and successful 
action plans we can become 
more effective in dealing with 
hare coursers. 


“Over the past few decades, 
the brown hare, once a very 
common and widespread 
species, appears to have 
declined significantly 
throughout Europe. 

“This decline has meant the 
brown hare has been included 
on the Government’s list of 
priority species for nature 
conservation and biodiversity 
action plans. It should be 
noted that almost 20 per cent 
of the brown hare population, 
of the UK, is in East Anglia. 

“The Hunting Act made 
hare coursing illegal in 2004. 


There are no exemptions 
relating to hare coursing, and 
it is not only illegal to part¬ 
icipate or organise a hare 
coursing event, but also to 
attend one. 

“In this economic climate, 
we recognise that we cannot 
continue to pull in different 
directions, but must work 
together as a united front to 
deal with cross-border crim¬ 
inality. 

“I would encourage anyone 
who witnesses any hare 
coursing to contact their local 
police immediately.”

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How YMCA hostel helped 
me turn my life around 


I SUSPECT that, 
when most people 
think of youth 
hostels, their 
imagination goes 
crazy with thoughts 
of drugs, chaos and 
Asbo teenagers. And 
there is no denying it 
-1 had those same 
thoughts too. I pre¬ 
judged something I 
didn’t really know 
anything about and 
assumed that 
anyone who moves 
in to a hostel is 
almost certain to 
continue in a 
downward spiral. 

I was very much 
mistaken. In fact, for a 
youngster who has found 
themselves in difficult 
times, living in a hostel 
can be a hugely positive 
step forward. It pushes 
you to be more 
independent and teaches 
you how to survive in this 
big, wide, sometimes 
frightening world. 

Youth hostels provide 
supported housing, 
generally for people aged 
between 16 and 25, 
meaning you live very 
much independently, 
while knowing there is 
staff on hand 24/7 if you 
struggle or need advice. 
The YMCA Cambridge

Six months ago, Tammy McKenna’s life was spiralling out of 
control: running with the wrong crowd, she was falling into a life 
of drink, drugs and bad behaviour. Then she received a message 
from the Cambridge YMCA that would change her life. Here, she 
tells her own story... 


very much like a city 
within the city. Housing 
up to 120 residents, it is 
certainly full of colourful 
characters: some are loud 
and bubbly, some are 
quiet and keep to 
themselves, and others 
just love to run rings 
around the staff. Either 
way, they have their own 
story, their own reason for 
being there, their own 
desire to move on and 
make something of 
themselves. 

I won’t pretend hostel 
life is all song and dance: it 
can be tough, it can be 
scary and it can be lonely. 
But it is helpful. So many 
young adults have used 
their time in supported 
housing to their 
advantage. They have 
progressed and made a 
better life for themselves. 

I am one of those 
people. When I moved 
into the YMCA on May 25 
this year, I feared the 
worst: I was petrified of 
life, lacked self-esteem 
and was quickly falling 
into a stereotype. But I 
chose to use the YMCA as 
a lifeline, and it worked: 
ever since, I have 
progressed to become the 


person I am today, a 
person I am proud to be. 

Wind back six months, 
and I was your typical 
teenage tearaway. I had 
burned bridges with 
family, I kept the wrong 
company and made 
many wrong decisions. 
My life has never run 
‘smoothly’ as you would 
put it. Since starting 
secondary school I had 
become troublesome and 
rebellious towards 
teachers, my parents and 
any type of authority 
figure. I disregarded rules 
and sometimes 
purposefully set out to 
break them, pushing my 
boundaries as far as I 
dared. I had always been 
bullied - being a redhead 
it’s inevitable - but as I 
grew older I took to 
challenging the bullies 
myself and, occasionally, 
found myself becoming 
the bully. 

This behaviour went on 
until I was preparing to 
take my GCSEs, when the 
little girl came out of me 
and worry and stress took 
their toll. Life at home was 
also hard, and I took to 
self-harming as an 
escape. When a teacher 


discovered my cuts I 
swore to stop what I was 
doing, and I kept that 
promise until Christmas 
2008, when I relapsed and 
gave in to the stress of life 
once again. On that 
occasion, I ended up in 
A&E at Addenbrooke’s for 
treatment for a serious 
wound. 

The next year came and 
went with some trials and 
tribulations, the hardest 
of which was losing my 
grandad in the October, 
foseph Cassidy was the 
greatest man I had ever 
known, and his death 
affected me more than I 
could have ever imagined. 
From then I went back to 
the old me, disregarding 
and being uncaring 
towards anything or 
anyone; I even stopped 
caring about myself. 

As I entered 2010 with 
little hope of a future, my 
life was in freefall. I ended 
up losing the relationship 
between myself and my 
family, choosing instead 
to mix with company 
who, with the pretence of 
helping me out, steered 
me on to an even more 
destructive path. I got 
involved with people who

dealt with drugs, and lost 
contact with many of the 
friends who, upon 
reflection, I most needed. I 
had never really had any 
support and I felt as if I was 
the only person who 
believed I could be capable 
of making something of 
myself. 

I became depressed and 
stuck in a rut that I felt I 
would never get out of. I 
looked to alcohol as a 
release, on many occasions 
becoming reliant on drink 
as well as cannabis to 
numb the feelings and 
apprehensions of the 
future that were causing 
me to feel insecure and 
hopeless. However, the 
release these drugs gave 
me was short-lived and 
eventually, on May 17, it all 
became too much and I 
attempted suicide, taking a 
cocktail of over 40 co- 
codamol, ibuprofen and 
even anti-histamines in my 
desperate attempt to get 
away from it all. 

I was found by the 
roadside on Coldham’s 
Lane, dazed, confused and 
frozen. I was admitted to 
Addenbrooke’s, where I 
remained for three days 
with paracetamol 
poisoning, attached to a 
drip in order to prevent any 
further damage or liver 
failure. 

While in hospital, I 
received a voicemail from 
theYMCA telling me news 
that I was able to move in 
as soon as I wanted. It was 
a very surreal wake-up call, 
but it was exactly what I 
needed and so, on the 
following Monday, I found 
myself moving in to the 
place I have called home 
ever since. 

Looking at myself back 
then, it feels as though that 
was not really me. I do not 
know who I was in the past, 
because right now is where 


I most feel myself. I like 
who I am now. I am 
content with where I am 
heading and I am proud of 
my achievements so far. 

I have detached myself 
from drugs and alcohol, 
remaining tee-total for five 
months now. I have 
worked with The FLIPP 
Project at Centre 33, 
becoming the leading lady 
in a film addressing the 
issue of homelessness, 
which will be shown at the 
Cambridge Arts 
Picturehouse at the end of 
this month. I won second 
place in the 

Cambridgeshire Can Cook 
competition, judged by 
MasterchefAlex Rushmer, 
and I feel especially 
delighted that my sweet 
apple sauce was a hit all 
round! 

I am currently on The 
Prince’s Trust Team 
Programme, which is an 
excellent opportunity to 
acquire training, skills and 
qualifications in order to 
help me gain a successful 
career. The course involves 
team projects and chall¬ 
enges; the most recent was 
working at The Phoenix 
Trust - a charity that helps 
young adults get into work 
- in Milton to give their 
team room a much- 
needed makeover. I am 
also taking part in the Jam 
Van project hosted by 
Young Lives, in which I am 
able to write and create my 
own song for an album for 
theYMCA. And, most 
importantly, I am writing 
this story to you now, 
through work experience - 
a wonderful opportunity 
and my greatest 
achievement yet. 

All of this has been done 
while I have been a 
resident at theYMCA, and I 
have them to thank for it. 
With the staff at the hostel 
gently pushing me on, 


offering me advice and 
being there whenever I feel 
I may waver, I have 
embraced every 
opportunity offered to me 
to develop and become a 
better person. I was a 
short-tempered, 
worrisome and depressed 
girl six months ago; today I 
am a calm, happy and 
enthusiastic young 
woman. 

Learning to live 
independently and how to 
manage myself has 
enabled me to grow up a 
lot. With the support staff 
behind me, giving me a 
nudge here and there, I feel 
I am adequately skilled in 
the art of budgeting, 
cooking and managing a 
home, something that I 
always grew up believing 
only ‘grown ups’ do. It’s 
peculiar how I now feel so 
much older than I actually 
am. At 19,1 sometimes feel 
my next birthday should be 
my 30th. I’m not 
complaining: I love that I 
feel grown up and that I 
have the strength to say 
what I want and to go for it. 
I am sensible and mature - 
most of the time - but I’m 
sure I am still allowed my 
moments, for a couple 
more years at least. 

And when the time 
comes to move on from 
hostel life and set up a 
home of my own, I feel I 
will be fully prepared. I 
know what it takes to make 
sure there is enough 
electric on the meter, 
enough food in the fridge 
and that the rent is paid on 
time. 

In a way, I’m grateful my 
life turned out a bit topsy 
turvy, because otherwise I 
wouldn’t have got to where 
I am now. Moving in to a 
hostel was a nerve-racking 
experience, but I strode on, 
I embraced it and I am so 
unbelievably relieved I did.

■ Jade Crowe, 18, resident at YMCA: “I’m 
really proud of the YMCA. They have helped 
me get on a course at Cambridge Regional 
College doing hairdressing, which I really 
enjoy. They are also funding my driving 
lessons so I can work towards getting my 
own car. I’m really glad of the outcome of 
living here and just have to say it’s not as 
bad as people may think.” 

■ Tony Beaumont, 18, resident at The Foyer 
supported housing group: “Being in a hostel 
has really helped me to gain confidence, it 
has taught be how to be efficient and live 
independently and it has prepared me for 


moving on my own and knowing how to 
cope with life. I also lived at the YMCA for a 
while, and the team there and at The Foyer 
have helped me out a great deal.” 

■ Joe Baker, 18, resident at YMCA: “Living 
at the YMCA has helped me to beat my 
addiction to mephedrone, meaning I’ve 
been clean for eight months now. I’ve also 
been able to re-kindle the relationship with 
my family, for which I’m very grateful. With 
the help of the staff I am planning to attend 
The Prince’s Trust programme in January, 
and hopefully V-Talent after that.”

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A child-friendly recipe to bake 


THERE’S a hundred 
different ways to make 
the quintessential 
Christmas snack, but 
here’s a child-friendly 
recipe with room to be a 
bit slap-dash. 

Just make sure they don’t 

- - 1 - 


burn their mouths on the 
finished product! 

lOOg golden caster sugar 
280g mincemeat 
225g cold butter 
350g plain flour 
1 small egg 


icing sugar to dust 

1. Dice the butter, before 
rubbing carefully it into the 
flour to make a paste. Add the 
sugar and a pinch of salt, 
before forming the pastry into 
a ball. Don’t add any liquid, 
but briefly knead the ball. It 


should be fairly firm, like 
shortbread dough, and you 
can either use it immediately, 
or chill for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
200C/gas 6/fan 180C. Line 18 
holes of two 12-hole muffin 
tins, by pressing walnut-sized 
balls of pastry into each hole. 
Spoon the mincemeat into 
the pies. 

3. Take slightly smaller balls 
of pastry than before and pat 
them out between your hands 
to make round lids, big 
enough to cover the pies. 
Alternatively, roll them out 
with a rolling pin and cut the 
small circle with a pastry 
cutter. 

4. Top the pies with their 
lids, pressing the edges gently 
together to seal - you don’t 
need to seal them with milk or 
egg as they will stick on their 
own. (The pies may now be 
frozen for up to 1 month). 

5. Brush the tops of the 
pies with the beaten egg. Bake 
for 20 minutes until golden. 
Leave to cool in the tin for five 
minutes, then remove to a 
wire rack. To serve, lightly 
dust with icing sugar. They 
will keep for three to four days 
in an airtight container. 

Mince pie facts 

■ They were originally made 
from meat, with spices to 
preserve it for longer 

■ The treats were banned 
under the rule of Oliver 
Cromwell 

■ ‘Mince pie’ is Cockney 
rhyming slang for ‘eye’ 

■ The first mince pie is 
believed to have been served 
to King Henry V in 1413 

■ There’s an old superstition 
that mincemeat should be 
stirred in a clockwise 
direction to avoid bad luck in 
the New Year.

CHRISTMAS MAZE 
Tie a prize to the end of a 
ball of string, then hide the 
prize somewhere in the 
room - under a chair, or in a

wastebasket. 

Unwind the ball of string 
completely, passing it around 
table legs, under furniture 
and in and out of objects. Tie 
a pencil to the remaining end 
of the string. Then repeat this 
process with new string for 
each of the players. Don’t 
worry about crisscrossing the 
strings; that only makes the 
game more fun. 

Hand each player a pencil 
with the string attached. 
Each player must wind the 
string onto their pencil until 
they reach their prize. 

FEATHERS & FANS 
You will need a feather for 
this game. Fans can be made 
from stiff pieces of paper - 
make one fan for each player. 

Place a strip of tape across 
the floor to divide the room 
and put half the players on 
one side and half on the 
other. The feather is thrown 
into the air, and players must 
keep it up there using only 
their fans, the feather, while 
in flight, must not be 
touched. No players must 
leave their side of the line, 


but should do their best to 
stop the feather sailing 
across it. Teams score a point 
every time the feather lands 
on the opposing side. 

SNOWMEN 

Give each player a sheet of 
paper, eraser and a pencil. 

The object of the game is to 
draw the most snowmen as 
possible, according to the 
rules. No player may start a 
second snowman until the 
first one is completed. 

Each player takes a turn 
rolling a die, initially aiming 
to roll a one. After rolling a 
one, they may draw the 
snowball for the snowman’s 
base. After they’ve drawn the 
base, they may add the upper 
body with a two, and a head 
with a three. Rolling a four 
means you can add either 
arms or a pair of eyes, and 
five will add the snowman's 
nose. Roll a six at your peril - 
you must rub out the most 
recent section drawn. Set a 
timer for 20 minutes. At the 
end of that time, the player 
with the most snowmen wins 
the game. Loadsfun: All you need is some crayons, some paper - and your imagination. 
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Don’t expect It to be stress-free!

HARRY POTTER AND THE 
DEATHLY HALLOWS: PART 1 
certificate 12A 146m 

AND so it begins - the final chapter 
of JK Rowling’s fantasy saga, the 
highest grossing film franchise of all 
time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and 
commercial reasons, Harry Potter 
And The Deathly Hallows follows on 
from the shocking events of Harry 
Potter And The Half-Blood Prince 
with Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), Ron 
(Rupert Grint) and Hermione (Emma 
Watson) facing the renewed threat 
from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) and 
the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth 
film, strikes an even darker tone for 
his imagining of the seventh book, 
leavened with occasional flashes of 
humour such as when Mad-Eye 
Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical 
Polyjuice Potion tastes like something 
unsavoury a goblin might produce. 
Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains 
faithful to Rowling’s hefty tome but is 
allowed brief moments of artistic 
licence. 

Thus, we see Harry and Hermione 
tenderly dancing together and 
Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting 
him with a vision of a naked Harry 


and Hermione locked in a steamy 
embrace, their blushes spared by 
swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and his 
followers, including Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs), 
continue to grow in power, 
threatening everything that 
Dumbledore (Michael Gambon) and 
his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, 

Ron and Hermione embark on a 
quest to track down the mysterious 
Horcruxes and stop the forces of 
darkness from taking a stranglehold 
over the wizarding world. 

Originally intended for release in 3D, it 
will only screen in 2D after the 
technical wizards at Warner Bros 
were unable to convert this first 
instalment to the format in time for 


the worldwide release. 

In some ways it’s a blessing because 
the film’s running time of 146 
minutes would mean eye strain for 
younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely screen 
in 3D, ensuring Harry, Ron and 
Hermione conclude their epic quest 
with a bang. 

Several sequences have clearly been 
designed with the format in mind, 
such as when Voldemort’s snake 
Nagini springs at the camera, fangs 
bared. 

Similarly, the opening battle over the 
skies of London and through 
motorway traffic would be even more 
breathtaking with audiences swerving 
in their seats to avoid oncoming 
traffic. 

The release of Part 2 next July seems 
an agonisingly long way off.

“The result was a hybrid - a new 
decision and approval process and 
a development style that our 
engineers refer to as ‘fast and 
flexible’.” 

Tesla was responsible for 
building and supplying the 
battery, as well as other related 
parts, that met specific Toyota 
engineering specifications in 
performance, quality and 


durability. Toyota was responsible 
for development and 
manufacturing leadership and the 
seamless integration of the 
powertrain. 

The final production vehicle will 
have a target range of 100 miles in 
actual road driving patterns, in a 
wide range of climates and 
conditions. 

Japanese manufacturer Subaru 
recently unveiled the Impreza 
Design Concept, which previews 
the carmaker’s new Confidence in 
Motion design and brand strategy, 
at the Los Angeles Auto Show. 

For the sporty four-door coupe 
the designers blended two ideas - 
‘dynamic flow’ and ‘confident 
stance’ - while also incorporating 
Subaru’s core engineering values 
of dynamic performance through 
permanent Symmetrical All-Wheel 
Drive, safety, enjoyment and 
quality. 

The Impreza Design Concept is 
powered by a combination of the 
2.0-litre naturally aspirated Boxer 
engine with a Lineartronic Con¬ 
tinuously Variable Transmission 
(CVT). This combination repres¬ 
ents Subaru’s next-generation of 
powertrain. (Lineartronic is 
currently only available on 2.5- 
litre models in the UK.)

IF the state coach isn’t 
suitable transport for the 
royal wedding in these 
austere times, Kate and 
William could lead the green 
march by choosing one of 
the cars used at the first RAC 
Future Car Challenge, writes 
Matt Joy. 

More than 60 contestants 
took part in the challenge - 
which ran from Madeira 
Drive in Brighton to Pall 
Mall in London. The aim of 
the challenge was to cover 
the 57-mile distance 
consuming as little energy 
as possible. 

The event drew a range of 
entrants - from pure electric 
vehicles to hybrids, 
hydrogen fuel cell vehicles 
and highly efficient diesel- 
powered vehicles. 

It was staged, promoted 
and judged in three 
categories: Electric, Hybrid 
and Internal Combustion 
Engine. 

Within each category, 
entries were measured in 
various modes for the 
energy used during the drive 


- from start to finish. 

The challenge was to 
complete the event with the 
least energy impact. 

Speaking at the 
presentation ceremony in 
Regent Street, Ben Cussons, 
chairman of The Royal 
Automobile Club Motoring 
Committee, said: “This has 
been a magnificent first 
event and was easily the 
largest of its kind to be held 
on British roads. I want to 
thank all the drivers and 
entrants and the many 
companies who put so 
much effort into making it a 
success. 

The media has also done 
an excellent job in bringing 
the event, and the future of 
motoring, to the attention of 
the widest possible 
audience.” 

Taking the overall prize 
was the all-electric 
Volkswagen Golf Blue-e¬ 
motion, chosen by the event 
judges after it consumed the 
least energy of all the 
competitors over the 
challenge.

Nissan Leaf wins 
its first award 

IT may not yet be on the roads, but the Nissan 
Leaf has already received a sought-after 
industry award. 

The UK’s first affordable full-electric car is 
already available to order but will not hit the 
roads until March 2011. In recognition of its 
ground-breaking status, leading guide to 
environmentally-friendly cars, 
TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk has named the 
Leaf this year’s winner of ‘Green Car of the 
Year’ 2010. 

What makes the Leaf special? Well, firstly 
the Leaf is designed to be a proper family 
hatchback, capable of carrying five people 
and their luggage, while offering a respectable 
range and performance criteria. At £23,990 
with a £5,000 government grant, the car is 
affordable too and is fully compliant with EU 
safety regulations. 

The Leaf offers a top speed of 90mph and a 
full charge range of up tolOO miles. Its AC 
motor, powered by a lithium ion battery pack, 
delivers 80kW of power and 280 Nm of 
torque. Using a DC 50kW quick charger, the 
battery can be charged to up to 80 per cent of 
its capacity in under 30 minutes.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.
